e Certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments. 
e Overseas residents 

e Foreign defence force personnel and their dependents 


e Persons in remote and sparsely settled parts of Australia 


DATA DETAIL 
Conceptual framework 


The Health Insurance Survey provides a measure of private health 
insurance (PHI) coverage throughout the population. The different 
types of PHI cover comprise: 


e Hospital - insurance which covers the costs (wholly or in part) of 
accomodation and treatment in hospital. 

e Ancillary - insurance which covers the costs (wholly or in part) of 
a range of non-hospital services such as physiotherapy, optical 
and dental treatment. 

e Combination of the above.

The survey amied to identify all illness conditions currently 
experienced by respondents, including long-term conditions. All 
conditions reported were coded to selected conditions/reasons 
contained in the ninth revision (1975) of the International 
Classififcation of Diseases (ICD). Information obtained is as reported’ 
by respondents, and may differ from that obtained by medical 
diagnosis.

The survey was conducted annually from 1979 to 1984, then each 
two years until 1992. The last survey in the series was conducted in 


June 1998. This survey will not be run again in future, as the key 
topics are planned to be covered in the National Health Survey 
program. 


COLLECTION HISTORY 


The survey was conducted annually from 1979 to 1984, then 
biennially up to and including 1992, then 1998. Limited information on 
private health insurance cover was also obtained in the 1989-90 and 
1995 National Health Surveys run by the ABS. 


Major breaks to the series occurred in 1984 with the introduction of 
Medicare, and in 1988 with the redefinition of "contributor unit" as one 
of the base counting units used in the collection.

OVERVIEW 
This once-only survey was conducted to obtain information on 
attitudes about health and factors that affect an individual's health. 


Data was collected for the usually resident civilian population aged 15 
and over. (Special dwellings and visitors to private dwellings were 
excluded.) 


It was conducted as a supplementary to the October 1996 Monthly 
Labour Force Survey (LFS). 


Information collected comprised: 


Attitudes to the immunisation of children. 
Tetanus immunisation status. 
Attitudes about the provision of immunisation services. 
Smoking status including passive smoking in the selected 
dwelling and in the workplace. 
e Whether the household has smokers present. 
e Whether children are present in household (from LFS schedule). 
e Injury occurrence in the last 3 months including type of injury, 
body part affected, where injury occurred and cause of injury. 
e An assessment of the exposure to risk of injury and the situation 
most likely to cause injury. 
e Attitudes about exposure to the sun. 
e Whether a respondent has or is likely to have skin cancer. 
e Factors affecting individual health. 
Results from the survey will be used for planning and funding 


purposes. For example information about attitudes to immunisation 
will be used to determine who should provide the service, where the 
service should be provided and if their should be funding to increase 
the awareness of immunisation. 


Results were released in October 1996 in the form of a publication 
(Health Issues, Tasmania, October 1995, ABS Cat No. 4396.6) and 
additional tables. 


PURPOSE 

The survey will provide data on attitudes about health and factors that 
affect an individual's health. Specifically this survey will provide 
information that is critical for the planning and monitoring of health 
strategies. The information is also necessary for the development 
and implementation of future health promotion and prevention 
strategies and campaigns. It is necessary to achieve State Health 
Goals and Targets which are consistent with the National Health 
Goals and Targets set out in Better Health Outcomes for Australia. 


Injury: 

In 1990 Tasmania had the second highest mortality rate of all states 
(Monash University Research Centre 1991). Nationally and in 
Tasmania there are major initiatives aimed at lowering the high rate 
of deaths and morbidity due to injury. The information proposed for 
collection in this survey is critical in selecting target areas and 
reducing injury rates. 


Skin: 

While protective behaviours are measured in the NHS, other lifestyle 
and skin type questions are not. Current research is focusing on skin 
types, genes and the propensity to develop skin cancer. There is also 
no knowledge about how Tasmanians rate their propensity to develop 
the disease. This sort of information is vital to health campaigns 
aimed at changing behaviour and promoting skin check ups. 


Smoking: 

While the NHS provides data on smoking habits, it does not measure 
exposure to smoking within the home and workplace, nor measure if 
people work in a smoke free workplace. This has major health policy 
and legislative implications. 


Attitudes to Immunisation: 

There is currently a problem with the drop in the number of children 
fully immunised and the failure of adults to keep up immunisation 
such as tetanus boosters. There is also some discussion in the public 
arena about the ill effects of some vaccines. There is, however, no 
information about why there is a drop in immunisation levels or about 
Tasmanian's attitudes to many immunisation issues. Until some 
evidence is provided as to what people think, it is very difficult to 
develop promotion campaigns or target high risk areas. 


Factors Affecting Health: 


There is no information available on what Tasmanians regard as the 
main factors affecting health. This information will be very valuable in 
targeting the issues that most concern the population and alerting 
people to risk factors that are proven to affect health. 


On a more general basis: 
the Department of Community Services and Health (DCSH) requires 
information on all the proposed topics and intends to use the data: 


for service planning; 

to review and redevelop State Health Goals and Targets; 

to identify priority intervention areas (e.g. health promotions or 
legislative change); and 

to support the need for new initiatives funds. 


The University of Tasmania, Menzies Centre for Population Health 
Research has a particular interest in data on Injury, Skin, Exposure to 
Smoking and Factors Affecting Health. This data will be used to: 


e identify priority intervention areas; 
e monitor the incidence of injury in the population; and 
e evaluate interventions. 


Primary Care Providers require information on Injury, Exposure to 
Smoking, Attitudes to Immunisation and Factors Affecting Health for 
use in: 


developing policy; 

identifying priority intervention areas; 

monitoring and evaluating intervention programs; 

lobbying relevant State agencies and the Government for a 
commitment of funds or legislative changes; and 

e educational campaigns. 


Kid Safe are particularly interested in Injury data to be used for: 


e project planning, implementation and evaluation;

e feeding into national data. 


The Tasmanian Injury Coalition (TIC) has a need for Injury data for 
use in: 


e project planning; 
e educational campaigns; and 
e lobbying the Government for funding or legislative change. 


Tasmania Development and Resources (TDR) requires data on 
Injury, Skin, and Exposure to Smoking to: 


e plan occupational health and safety; 
e identify priority intervention areas; and 


e develop policy. 
Transport and Works would use Injury data to: 


e aid in policy development; 
e identify priority intervention areas; and 
e monitor and evaluate intervention programs. 


Department of Sport and Recreation is particularly interested in Injury 
and Skin data for use in:

Commonwealth Department of Human Services and Health requires 
data on Injury, Skin and Access to Health Services to:

The Australian Medical Association (AMA) is interested in information 
on Injury and Exposure to Smoking. Uses include: 


e policy development;

Headway (brain injury community group and consumers of health 
services) are interested in information on Injury to be used in:

Consumer Affairs has a need for Injury data to: 


e assess product safety; and 
e lobby relevant State agencies and the Government for policy or 
legislative changes. 


Australian Sport Medical Federation has a need for Injury data to be 
used to: 


aid in policy development; 

identify priority intervention areas; 

monitor and evaluate intervention programs; 

lobby relevant State agencies and the Government for a 
commitment of funds or legislative changes; and 

e educational campaigns. 


Public Health Association requires data on Injury, Skin, Exposure to 
Smoking, Attitudes to Immunisation and Factors Affecting Health. 
This data will be used for: 


e project planning, educational campaigns; and 
e lobbying the government for funding or legislative change. 


State Cancer Council has a particular interest in Skin data for: 


e project planning, educational campaigns; and 
e lobbying the government for funding or legislative change. 


Department of Education and the Arts is interested in Skin data for: 


e educational campaigns; and 
e identification of priority intervention areas. 


SCOPE 

Scope 

The Health Issues Survey was conducted as supplementary to the 
Monthly Labour Force Survey. For the Health Issues Survey, all usual 
residents of private dwellings aged 15 years and over were in scope. 
Special dwellings and visitors to private dwellings were excluded. 
Other normal Labour Force exclusions apply to scope and coverage, 
for example: 


e members of the permanent defence forces; 

e certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments, 
customarily excluded from census and estimated populations; 

e overseas residents in Australia; 

e members of non-Australian defence forces (and their 
dependants) stationed in Australia; and 

e Jervis Bay Territory. 


Coverage 

In the Labour Force Survey, coverage rules are applied that aim to 
ensure that each person is associated with only one dwelling, and 
hence has only one chance of selection. The chance of a person 
being enumerated at two separate dwellings in the one survey is 
considered to be negligible. 


DATA DETAIL 

Conceptual framework 

As the data were collected as supplementary to the Monthly Labour 
Force Survey, some data can be cross-classified with data from that 
Labour Force Survey. For example:

Main outputs 

Results from the survey were published (Health Issues, Tasmania, 
ABS Cat No. 4396.6) and additional user tables were produced.

Glossary 


Health issues: 

Term used to describe topics covered by the October 1995 survey. 
Main factor affecting personal health: Survey respondents were 
asked, ‘What is the main thing, if anything, that you think affects your 
health?' Responses were classified in the office after interview. 


Home smoking status: 

Two items are presented. Household smoking status describes 
whether smoking occurs in households or not. Smoking status in 
home describes whether smokers smoke inside their home and 
whether non-smoking householders are subject to smoke from other 
householders smoking in their home. 

Workplace smoking status: Passive smoking status has been 
estimated for employed persons who are not smokers and who work 
inside where smoking is allowed. Inside is any confined space, 
including a vehicle or building. 


Passive smoking: 

Persons who are smokers are not classified as passive smokers 
even if they refrain from smoking in confined air locations where 
others are smoking. No measure of the degree of passive exposure 
to cigarette smoke was undertaken in this survey. Industry of 
employment: There may be some minor variations between the 
estimates of employed persons by industry produced from the Health 
Issues Survey and those produced from the Labour Force Survey, 
because of differences in data capture methodology. The Australian 
and New Zealand Industry Classification (ANZIC) was used to 
classify employed persons.Skin reaction to Summer sun: Survey 
respondents were shown a prompt card with various skin reaction 
categories and asked how they would describe their skin's reaction to 
the summer sun (e.g. always burns, never tans; usually burns, 
sometimes tans) 


Skin protection actions: 

Survey respondents were asked about the frequency of various skin 
protection actions. Skin cancer history and risk assessment: Survey 
respondents were asked if they had ever had skin cancer. Those who 
had not were asked about the likelihood of developing skin cancer. 


Injuries: 
Respondents were asked if they had suffered an injury in the three 


months before the survey. Only those persons who further reported 
that the injury prevented them from undertaking a usual activity for a 
day or more were included in the estimates of persons injured.Injury 
type: Survey respondents were asked, 'What was the main injury you 
received?' Responses were categorised in the field. Not all 
categories are presented in Table 9, since for some categories no 
response was recorded. Categories for which there were no 
responses included concussion or other head injury, abrasion, 
penetrating wound, foreign object entering the body, burn and 
poisoning. 


Fracture - The breaking of a bone, cartilage etc, or the resulting 
condition. 

Dislocation - Is the act of dislocation. Normally it involves a joint of 
bone moving out of place. 

Sprain - To overstrain or wrench (the ankle writs, or other part of the 
body at a joint) so as to injure without fracture or dislocation. A violent 
straining or wrenching of the parts around a joint, without dislocation. 
Strain - to impair, injure, or weaken by stretching or over exertion, as 
a muscle. 

to exert to the utmost. 

Concussion - the act of shaking or shocking as by a blow. Jarring of 
the brain, spinal cord etc. 

Bruising - To injure by striking or pressing, without breaking the skin 
or drawing blood. To develop a discoloured spot on the skin as a 
result of a blow, fall etc. 

Abrasion - The result of rubbing or abrading; usually associated with 
the skin. 

Cut - to penetrate with, or as with, a sharp-edged instrument. 
Laceration - the act of lacerating, to tear roughly; mangle; to hurt. 
Puncture - The act of pricking or perforating as with a pointed 
instrument or object. 

Penetrating wound - that penetrates; piercing; sharp. A wound 
produced by an agent or missile such that depth is its salient feature, 
as a wound entering a member. 

Foreign object entering the body - A substance/object found in but 
not belonging to the human body. Note the difference between this 
and a penetrating wound. A foreign object remains in the body, 
whereas with a wound it is removed. 

Burn - an injury produced by heat or by abnormal cold, chemicals, 
poison gas, electricity or lightening. 

Poisoning - any substance (liquid, solid or gaseous) that because of 
an inherent deleterious property tends to destroy life or impair health. 


Injury causes: 

Responses to the question 'What caused the injury?’ were classified 
to either internal or external causes. An internal injury cause is one 
where the injury condition arises following events where there is 
either no external agent or no proven causation between an external 
agent and the advent of the condition (e.g. ‘loose cartilage catching 
on knee joint’ and ‘hurt back lifting small child out of car restraint’). 
External causes were further categorised using the International 
Classification of Diseases (ICD) External Causes codes (E-codes). 


Body region of injury 

Head/neck/face 

Back - May be muscular as well as spinal, but should be separately 
identified from trunk injuries. 

Trunk - the body of a human being excluding the head and limbs with 
the exception of the back which has its own category. Note: that this 
includes 

internal organs. 

Arm/hand 

Leg/foot 

Not Specified - were the respondent does not wish to tell you the 
body part affected. 


Injury risk assessment: 

All respondents to the survey were asked whether their work or 
lifestyle placed them at risk of having an injury in the following twelve 
months. Those who responded positively were asked what particular 
situation placed them at risk. Field responses were classified 
according to the 'type of activity’ classification in ICD 10 except that 
for each activity a distinction was made between the general activity 
(e.g. general employment activities) transport-related activities (e.g. 
transport-related employment activities). 


Immunisation effectiveness: 

Respondents were asked, 'How effective do you think immunisation 
is at preventing childhood diseases?’ 

Immunisation side effects: Respondents were asked, 'How often do 
you think children have side effects from immunisation? 


Exclusion from school of unimmunised children: 
Respondents were asked, 'Do you think children who are not 
immunised should be kept away from schools during outbreaks of 


infectious diseases?’ 


Immunisation services: 
Respondents were asked, 'How important is it that councils/GPs 
provide immunisation services for childhood diseases?’ 


Illness definitions 

(childhood) diseases - a morbid condition of the body, or of some 
organ or part; illness; sickness; ailment. 

injury - a disruption to the structure or functioning of the human 
organism, resulting from acute exposure to physical or chemical 
energy. It is widely accepted by health professionals in Australia that 
the use of the descriptor ‘accident’ is not desirable as it implies an 
unavoidable event. 

(skin) cancer - a malignant and invasive growth or tumour. 

infectious - contagious. capable of being caught. 

immunisation - exemption from organisms which can infect the body. 
tetanus - particular disease that affects the nerves. 

inside - refers to any confined space whether this be a car or building. 


Where the respondent was at the time the injury occurred 


At work - is only the respondent's place of work. 

At your house - is any property owned by the respondent. i.e. land, 
shack, home (with the exception of business). If the respondents 
work is at home determine whether they were working or just at home 
when the injury occurred. If the respondent is a homeworker and they 
injured themselves working then the injury did occur at home. 

At another person's house - This is not just associated with 
somebody the respondent knows. 

Public footpath, road - This category covers motor vehicle accidents 
and any accidents that results on the footpath etc. 

Public building - can be anything other then a sporting arena (e.g. 
shopping centre, town hall, bar) 

Sporting event - Involves not only participation but also if spectating. 
Other - will incorporate those factors not included in the above 
categories. 

Sun Sunbaking - is lying in the sun with the primary intention of 
exposing the skin to the sun to get a tan. Note: that if the respondent 
is gardening without a shirt this is not sunbaking unless they have the 
intention to try and tan.

OVERVIEW 


The 2001 National Health Survey is the first in a new series of regular trienniel health 
surveys. Surveys in this series collect information about the health status of 
Australians, their use of health services and facilities, and health related aspects of 
their lifestyle. 


PURPOSE 


The aims of the survey are to: 

. obtain national benchmark information on a range of health issue, 

. enable trends in health to be monitored over time, and 

. provide information on health indicators for national health priority areas and for 
important subgroups of the population. 


SCOPE 


The survey covered urban and rural areas across all States and Territories, and 
included residents of private dwellings only. Visitors to private dwellings were 
excluded, as were persons in institutions such as hospitals and nursing homes and 
special dwellings such as hotels and boarding houses. 


The following persons living in Australia but not usually considered part of the 
resident population were excluded from the scope of the survey: 


e diplomatic personnel of overseas governments and non-Australian members of 
their households, 

e non-Australian service personnel stationed in Australia and their dependents, 
and 

e overseas visitors whose usual place of residence was outside Australia. 


Non-Australians (other than those above) working in Australia, or in Australia as 
students or settlers, and their dependents were included in the scope of the survey if 
they had lived, or intended to live in Australia for a period of 12 months or more.

The content of the surveys in the NHS series has differed between surveys, around a 
common (or core) data set. The 2001 survey covered 5 main areas: 


e Indicators of health status (Self-assessed health status, health transition, quality 
of life scale, K10 scale to indicate psychological distress, long-term conditions 
focussing in particular on asthma, diabetes, cardiovascular and cancer), and 
injuries 

e Health-related actions taken (visits to hospitals and day clinics, consultations with 
doctors, dentists and other health professionals, use of medications (for national 
health priority area conditions only), days away from work and other days of 
reduced activity). 

e Health risk factors (smoking, alcohol consumption, diet, exercise, body mass, 
sun protection, breastfeeding, immunisation), 

e Supplementary women's health items (breast and cervical cancer screening 
practices, contraceptive/protective behaviours, Hormone Replacement Therapy, 
breastfeeding history), and 

e Demographic and socio-economic characteristics (standard range of items, plus 
Indigenous status, private health insurance and housing). 


Person level estimates will be produced describing the prevalence of various health 
characteristics in 2001, and enabling comparison with previous NHS for monitoring 
changes over time. 

Standard outputs will be person level estimates; higher level estimates (ie family, 
household, income unit) available from previous NHSs will not be available from 
2001, due to the sampling methodology used.

Australia is undergoing major demographic change. One of the 
features is the change in households and families, with a decline in 
average household size, an increase in de facto marriages, a long 
term increase in divorce rates and changes in the nature of families.

These projections are an assessment of what would happen to the 
number and type of households and families in Australia if recent 
trends were to continue in the future.

Factors such as changing levels of marriage 
and divorce, economic conditions, interest rates and employment 
may all affect future household and family formation, but they are not 
explicitly taken into account in these projections. 


The projections indicate the number and type of future households 
and families, and the living arrangement distribution of the future 
population, under various assumptions about the rate of change in 
the likelihood of living in certain living arrangements. 


A household is a group of two or more related or unrelated people 
who usually reside in the same dwelling, who regard themselves as a 
household and who make common provision for food or other 
essentials for living; or a person living in a dwelling who makes 
provision for his or her own food and other essentials for living, 
without combining with any other person. Households include group 
households of unrelated persons, same-sex couple households, 
single-parent households as well as one-person households. A 
household may consist of: one person; one family; one family and 
unrelated individual(s); related families with or without unrelated 
individual(s); unrelated families with or without unrelated individual(s); 
unrelated individuals. 


A household resides in a private dwelling only (including caravans 
etc. in caravan parks). Persons usually resident in non-private 
dwellings, such as hotels, motels, boarding houses, jails and 
hospitals, are not included in household counts. 


A family is defined by the ABS as: two or more persons, one of whom 
is at least 15 years of age, who are related by blood, marriage 
(registered or de facto), adoption, step or fostering, and who are 
usually resident in the same household. The basis of a family is 
formed by identifying the presence of either a couple relationship, 
lone parent-child relationship or other blood relationship. Some 
households will, therefore, contain more than one family.

OVERVIEW 

Household estimates were first published in April 1996 and contained 
estimates of the number of households and the household population 
at 30 June 1986, 1991, 1992, 1993 and 1994. Annual estimates from 
30 June 1995 to 2000 have since been published in Australian 
Demographic Statistics (Catalogue no. 3101.0). 


PURPOSE 

Estimates of households and the distribution of the household 
population into households by size are important for organisations 
concerned with issues such as health, housing, families and social 
security. Public issues such as unemployment, poverty, income 
distribution and housing needs are often linked with the household. 
For example, the impact of unemployment and income distribution is 
clearer and easier to understand when analysed in terms of the 
household and its demographic characteristics than when expressed 
as the number of people unemployed or the number of people in 
specified income brackets. As another example, housing needs are 
similarly better appreciated in terms of household members rather 
than of people. 

The household is not only a social unit but also an economic and 
consumption unit and a market for household consumption goods 
such as housing, electricity, water, gas, telephones, refrigerators, 
washing machines, microwave ovens, home computers, television 
sets, video recorders and stereo systems. Because many of the 
products listed above are consumed on a household rather than ona 


person basis, knowledge of the size and geographic distribution of 
households and the demographic characteristics of household 
members is very important in understanding and forecasting 
consumption behaviour. Information on average household size and 
the growth of households, for instance, is important to the housing 
industry. 


Estimates of households are also an important aid in understanding 
changes taking place in Australian society. In particular, household 
estimates assist in understanding changes in the number, size, 
growth and location of households and the socio-demographic 
characteristics of household members. Data on trends in the number 
of single-person households, single-adult households with children,

OVERVIEW 

The Household Expenditure Survey (HES) collects detailed information 
about the expenditure, income and household characteristics of a sample 
of households resident in private dwellings throughout Australia. From 
2003-04 information on household net worth is also collected. Average 
weekly expenditure on over 600 goods and services can be obtained from 
the survey and cross classified with household income, household net 
worth, household characteristics and broad geographical areas (state, 
Capital city/rest of state). The general objectives for conducting the HES 
are to: 


e identify the net levels and patterns of expenditure of Australian private 
households on a comprehensive range of goods and services 
purchased for private use; 

e determine how these levels and patterns vary according to income 
levels and other characteristics of households, such as size and 
composition, location and principal sources of cash income. 


More specifically the HES is used to update the weighting pattern of the 
Consumer Price Index (CPI) to ensure it adequately reflects the spending 
habits of the Australian population. The CPI is an indicator of the rate of 
change in prices paid by consumers for the goods and services they buy. 


PURPOSE 

The HES provides data that assists in measuring the economic well-being 
of the population and provides information on the command over economic 
resources of individuals and households. This enables assessment of 
levels of economic inequality, the effectiveness of the social support 
system and the mechanisms by which the system of government taxes 


and benefits redistributes income between different types of households. 
Some internal ABS users of HES data are CPI and National Accounts. 
External users of HES data include government departments (local, state 
and federal), market research organisations, wholesalers, retailers and 
educational institutions. 


SCOPE 
Scope 


The survey collects information from usual residents of private dwellings in 
urban and rural areas of Australia, covering about 98% of the people living 
in Australia. Private dwellings are houses, flats, home units, caravans, 
garages, tents and other structures that were used as places of residence 
at the time of interview. Long-stay caravan parks are also included. These 
are distinct from non-private dwellings which include hotels, boarding 
schools, boarding houses and institutions. Residents of non-private 
dwellings are excluded. 


The survey also excludes: 


e households which contain members of non-Australian defence forces 
stationed in Australia 

e households which contain diplomatic personnel of overseas 
governments 

e households in collection districts defined as very remote or Indigenous 
Communities - this has only a minor impact on aggregate estimates 
except in the Northern Territory where such households account for 
about 23% of the population. 
Coverage 


Information is collected only from usual residents. Usual residents are 
residents who regard the dwelling as their own or main home. Others 

present are considered to be visitors and are not asked to participate 

in the survey.

Classifications 
The HES uses the following classifications: 


1. The Household Expenditure Classification (HEC). Expenditure data 
are compiled according to the HEC, a 10-digit hierarchical list 
classifying services, and durable and non-durable goods. This 
classification was used for the first time in 1998-99. Earlier surveys 
used the Household Expenditure Survey Commodity Code List which 
was a 4-digit non-hierarchical list. 


2. The Australian Standard Geographical Classification (ASGC) 


3. The Standard Australian Classification of Countries (SACC) 


4. The Australian Standard Classification of Occupations (ASCO) 


In addition, the HES largely conforms with the standard classifications, 
as documented in the Directory of Concepts and Standards for Social, 
Labour and Demographic Statistics, for the following items: Source of 
Income, Principal Source of Income, Year of arrival, Marital Status, 
Labour Force Status, Hours Worked, Dwelling Structure, Tenure Type, 
Household Type. 


Other concepts (summary) 

Expenditure - Expenditure is primarily recorded using an acquisitions 
approach. Only expenditure on goods and services used for private 
purposes is recorded, and expenditure is recorded net of refunds and 
trade-ins. 

Income - Income data relates to usual cash income. Receipts which 
are not recurring and usually regular or are not cash flows are 
excluded from the HES.

COLLECTION HISTORY 
Household expenditure surveys have been conducted by the ABS in 
1974-75, 1975-76, 1984, 1988-89, 1993-94, 1998-99 and 2003-04. 


The collection history in the development of HES is outlined as 
follows:- 


1910 - A household budget survey was conducted by the 
Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics (CBCS). 

1913 - Another CBCS survey was conducted in which families were 
asked to fill in a detailed record of income and expenditure for a 


month. 

1917 - A Royal Commission of inquiry was appointed to inquire, by 
means of household budgets, into the cost of living in the State of WA. 
The Commonwealth Statistician, Mr. G.H. Knibbs, prepared an 
analysis of the results for the government of Western Australia. 

1920 - Results from the household budget inquiry of 1913 anda 
budget inquiry of 1920 (Hobart) were used by the Commonwealth 
Royal Commission into the Basic Wage. 

1936 - The Conference of Statisticians of Australia resolved the 
desirability of investigating the practicability of instituting a family 
budget inquiry at an early date. 

1938 - The National Advisory Council on Nutrition commissioned a 
survey of domestic food budgets in 2565 households in five State 
capitals. 

1939 - A Family Expenditure Inquiry was conducted in Queensland 
(1939-40). 

1942 - The International Labour Organisation's Year Book of Labour 
Statistics 1941 included a table (Table XXI) showing the distribution of 
the expenditures of wage earner families, as derived from "family living 
studies" in the 1930s, for 30 countries including the USA, Canada, UK, 
Japan and New Zealand. 

1944 - A Commonwealth-wide Food Consumption Survey was carried 
out by the Australian Institute of Anatomy, Department of Health. 

1957 - The Family Expenditure Survey was commenced in the United 
Kingdom. It has been conducted continuously since 1957. 

- The third edition of Conditions of Economic Progress reported the 
results of household expenditure studies in a large number of 
countries, including those from the Queensland official inquiry of 1939- 
AO. 

1964 - The Bureau of Agricultural Economics conducted a survey of 
945 households in Sydney. Results were published in Household Meat 
Consumption in Sydney (1967). Information was collected on 
expenditure on foods other than meat. 

1966 - A university-sponsored national survey of household 
expenditures was conducted from 1966 to 1968. 

1967 - The International Labour Office published Household Income 
and Expenditure Statistics: No.1, 1950-1964. The volume summarised 
the results of such surveys in over 60 countries between 1950 and 
1964. 

-The Bureau of Agricultural Economics conducted a survey of 803 
households in Melbourne. Results were published in Household Meat 
Consumption in Melbourne (1970). Information was collected on 
expenditure on foods other than meat. 


1969 - The Commonwealth Statistician received approval to conduct a 
feasibility study (by pilot testing) for a household expenditure survey. 
The Conference of Statisticians of Australia welcomed the 
implementation of the feasibility study, which covered the period from 
July 1969 to June 1970. 

1971-73 - The Commonwealth Statistician sought and received 
approval from the Treasurer for a full-scale household expenditure 
survey. 

1974-75 - The first full-scale ABS household expenditure survey 
began in Australia. It surveyed capital city households only. Its main 
use was for welfare policy. 

1975-76 - The second HES by the ABS was conducted in Australia. Its 
main use was for welfare policy and as a planning tool. 

1979 - The International Labour Office published Household Income 
and Expenditure Statistics: No.3, 1968-1976. The volume summarised 
the results of such surveys in over 87 countries between 1968 and 
1976. 

1984 - The third full-scale HES was conducted in Australia. The 
dataset provided comprehensive information on household and 
individual income, as well as the pattern and aggregate value of 
expenditure. Its main use was as a basis for review of the Consumer 
Price Index (CPI) and modelling. 

1988-89 - The HES was conducted for the fourth time all over 
Australia. The results of the survey formed the main basis for 
calculating new CPI weights introduced in 1991. 

1993-94 - The fifth HES was conducted. 

1998-99 - The sixth HES was conducted. 

2003-04 - The seventh HES was conducted (in conjunction with the 
Survey of Income and Housing).

This publication summarises results from the Household 
Preparedness for 

Emergencies survey, conducted during October 2007 throughout 
New South Wales 

(NSW), Victoria (Vic.), Queensland (Qld) and Australian Capital 
Territory (ACT). The 

survey collected a range of information about households 
preparedness for and 

experiences of emergencies. This included the presence of safety 
precautions such 

as installing smoke alarms, easily accessible emergency phone 
numbers and having 

an emergency plan. Where households had experienced a recent 
emergency (in the 

last 2 years) information on how the household responded during the 
emergency and 

whether any changes were made to ensure better preparedness in 
the future. 


PURPOSE 


Each year in October the ABS as part of the monthly household 
survey program 

conducts individual State specific surveys. Household Preparedness 
for Emergencies 

was the October 2007 State Supplementary Survey topic for NSW. 
However, 

because this topic was of interest to other States and Territory 
governments, the 

survey was enumerated in NSW, Vic., Qld and the ACT. 


The data is for use primarily by fire, rural fire, State Emergency 
Services and other 

government departments to assist in policy formulation and review, 
as well as by 

private sector analysts. 


SCOPE 


The Household Preparedness for Emergencies survey was 
conducted as a supplement 

to the Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) Monthly Population 
Survey (MPS). The 

MPS is based on a multistage area sample of private dwellings 
(houses, flats, etc) 

and a list sample of non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, etc). 
Information was 

collected by either a face-to-face or telephone interview from one 
responsible adult 

per household. Respondents answered questions on behalf of all 
household 

members. The surveys were conducted using seven-eighths of the 
full sample of 

private dwellings in NSW, Vic., Qld and the ACT that were included in 
the MPS. The 

following types of persons were excluded: 


e members of the permanent defence forces; 

e certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments, 
customarily excluded from censuses and surveys; 

e overseas residents in Australia; 

e members of non-Australian defence forces (and their 
dependents) stationed in Australia; 


e private dwellings containing visitors only; 

e visitors to the household; and
